.years and its introduction on a syste- 
imatlc basia in:o the colleges was largely 
due to Dr. Dudley Sargent, of Harvard 
University, a Maine ftoy and a graduate 
of Bowdoln College. The formerly ac_ 
cepted ideal of a college student who 
took the highest honors was a pale and 
sickly looking young man, iiow it ia a 
strong, man y looking fellow full of 
animal spirits as well a^ book learning. 


Dr. Robinson advocated regular 93rate- 


matic exercise for health and well being. 
It Is not a "cure-all," but has great ef- 
fect in keepitg people strong and well. 
One should tegiu with light work and 
gradually increase it as the strength de- 
velopes. The speaker gave many hints 
for exercise and the young men received 
words of adv ce which will be of great 
profit to them. It was an admirable lec- 
ture from an excellent speaker.
